NOTE: The amendments to Claims 106-1 10, namely removing their dependence on Claim 95, alters the scope of the claims such that a 
new search would be required. Compounds Dex-X-Mtx have been searched as a genus, which, if free of the prior art, would render the 
species of Claims 106-1 10 allowable without further search, but the compounds of Claims 106-1 10 do not require Dex and Mtx, thus, a 
new search, specific for each compound would be required to examine the amended claims. 

The Examiner notes that proposed amendments to Claims 95, 96, 147-150 would be entered and said claims allowed. Proposed 
amendments to Claims 111, 126-127, 151, and 152 simplify their issues leaving only the written description issue of record to remain for 
Claims 1 1 1 , 1 1 2, 1 1 9-1 27, and 1 51 -1 52.
